FACTS ABOUT OUR WATER PROBLEM 


Fellow citizens, the city officials are rery anxious to im­ 
prove the water situation as soon as possible. Yet, the fact 
remains that we have only two usable pumps. 
We have, 
however, two producing wells which are not in production 
at this time because of lack of pumps. 
W e at the City Hall, at a council meeting some seven 
weeks ago, foresaw the seriousness of the water situation 
and ordered one complete unit. or pump and assembly, and 
one pump assembly or turbine. The turbine is to be fitted 
to one of our old pump assemblies, which will give us a 
pump for each of the four producing wells. We were prom­ 
ised delivery of this equipment in about three weeks. Seven 
weeks have passed and the pumps have not arrived. 
Mr. Welch, the factory representative who sold toe pumps 
to the city, in a telephone communication with our Water 
Superintendent, Mr. Owens, said that the pumps would he 
shipped Tuesday June 8. and would probably arrive in De­ 
catur by this week-end. We hope to have them installed in 
the wells by the first of next week if possible. 
Until then, we hope you citizens will cooperate with us 
and not use any more water than 
is absolutely necessary 
because the water will probably be out of the mains part of 
the time, as we must keep a certain number of gallons in 
storage at all times for fire protection.
